Both 
children are listed as white males born in the state of Mississippi. Glen Clark 
is listed as a white male whe can read but carmot write and states his accupat— 
ion as being that of a farmer. The 186% Census af Perry County, Mississippi, 
states that Glen Clark was born somewhere in Mississippi. Wife, Mary (Mary Jane 
Chatam) is listed as being a mullato female who can read but carmot write, and 
whe was bern in the state of Louisiana. According ta the ages listed om the 
1864 Census of Perry Co., Ms., of the Glen Clark heusehold, year of birth for 
each are as follews: Glen Clark bern circa 1831, Mary (Mary Jane Chatam) born 
circa 184%, Malcom (Mecal) bern circa 1855 and Angus bern circa 1859. 


Listed on the census directly below Glen Clark, but of a different hause—- 
hald are four more Clark’s. Listed are: Amy Clark (a white female, age 7@, born 
im Seuth Carolina, whe can read and write, listed as head af household and lists 
her occupation as being a farmer, possibly a widow), Lenora Clark (a white 
female, age 44, born in South Carolina, who can read but carmeot write), Celia 
Clark (a white female, age 3@, born in Mississippi, who can both read and write) 
and Melissia (a white female, age 27, bern in Mississippi, whe can alsa read and 
write). Accearding toa the ages listed on the 186@ Census of Perry County, Miss— 
issippi, the year of birth for each of this household is as follows: Amy Clark 
born cirea 1794, Lenara Clark born circa 1824, Celia Clark born circa 1832 and 
Melissia Clark bern 1833. 


It is my opinion that Amy Clark is the mother af Glen Clark, and if sca then 
Glen Clark would be the brother of Lenora, Celia and Melissia. That would put 
Glen Clark being bern between Celia and Melissa. The following speculation is 
as follows: Amy would have been 32 at the time of Lenora’s birth, 44 at the time 
ef Celia’s birth, 41 at the time of Glen’s birth and 43 and the time of 
Melissia’s birth. Amy’s husband is net listed in the 1868 Census of Perry 
County, Mississippi. 


During the Census of 187@ in Perry Caunty, Mississippi, Glen Clark, wife 
Mary and five children are found. Children listed are as follows: Malcom (age 
16), Angus (mispelled "Anguish", age 12), Arnie (age 14), Norman (age 7) and 
Margaret (age 4). This census states that the following peaple cannet read nor 
write: Mary (Mary Jane Chatam), Malcom, Angus or Annie. There is a lot of dis- 
erepency found about Mary. First it states that she is <6, of course that’s 
understandable. Even in 1992 it is hard te get a female tc give her cerrect 
age, especially as she gets older. It also states that she was a white female 
whe was born in Mississippi whereas the 1868 Census of Perry County Mississippi 
stated that she was a mullatca female barn in the state af Louisiana. All ather 
infcormaticn stated om the 187@ Census of Perry County, Mississippi, seems ta be 
consistant. According ta the census we find Glen, wife Mary, and five children 
living on Thempson’s Creek (ar in the vicinity therecf) in Augusta (which is naw 
New Augusta), Mississippi lecated in Perry County in 1874.

HAMMER, Nancy, wife of J. E. D. Hammer, died Saturday and was buried Sunday at 
the Pennington's Point Cemetery. (Later item:) She died on October 2nd at 
Pennington's Point. She was the third child of John and Jemima (Houser) 
Stewart of Pennington's Point. She was born on 18 February 1812 near 
Tompkinsville, Monroe County, Kentucky and was married on 15 April 1830. She 
came with her husband to Pennington's Point in 1834 and they have resided there 
ever'since. She was the mother of 10 children, 7 of whom survive - 4 sons and 
3 daughters, along with the husband. She was buried in the cemetery near her 
home. (Thursday, 6 October 1887) . 


HARLAN, William M. died at his home in New Salem Twp. on May 22nd, aged about 
57 years. He was born in Monroe County, Kentucky,.the son of Wesley and Nancy 
(Greenup) Harlan. As a small boy, he came with his parents to the southeastern 
part of McDonough County where he grew up, married, and raised a family and 
died. His wife was a daughter of Major Stephen Yocum. They had 7 children. 
The funeral was yesterday with burial in the Pennington's Point Cemetery. 
(Thursday, 24 May 1888) . 3 
HEAD, William B. was buried in the Head Cemetery on the farm of his father on 
Tuesday. Nearly all of the family is buried there. He was the son of James 
and Isabel Head and was born in Washington County, Kentucky. As a youth, he 
came to Illinois with his parents and a large family of brothers and sisters, 
arriving in Emmet Twp. on Christmas Day, 1832, He married Miss Miller and 
afterwards lived in the same neighborhood until about the time of the Civil 
War, when he moved to Minnesota for several years. He then returned and lived 
in Emmet and Sciota Twps. until 2 years ago when he moved to Iowa where he was 
living when he died.

HUNT, Dr. I. B. died at his home in Colchester on Saturday and was buried 
Monday in the Bean burial yard. He was an early settler of this county, coming 
here with his parents who settled on Section 14 in 1831. He was born in 
Washington County, East Tennessee on 30 November 1812; so he was 19 years old 
when he came to the county and was aged 73 years, 5 months, and 9 days when he 
died. In 1843 he went to Huntsville, Alabama. to study medicine with his uncle, 
Harrison Bacon. While there, he married Miss Martha A. Cole on 8 January 1846. 
He practiced medicine there until 1849 when he came to Middletown, McDonough 
County.

JARVIS, James died at his late home in Tennessee last Saturday aged 75 years, 
6 months, 27 days. John Jarvis of Kansas City is his son. The funeral was 
Monday. He was born in Madison County, Kentucky in 1812 and in 1829 came with 
his parents to Edgar County, Illinois. In November 1839 he came to Hire Twp., 
McDonough County where he lived until March 1845, when he moved to Section 34 
in’ Tennessee Twp. Three months ago he moved to the village of Tennessee. He 
married Miss Permelia Driscoll on 25 April 1832 in Edgar County; they had 9 
children, 5 of whom are dead. The survivors are John M. of new Cowley, Kansas; 
Henry M., recently of Tennessee but now a banker in Kansas; James K. of

George F. Hunt (deceased). Nature seems to have intended Mr. Hunt for a long and 
more than ordinarily useful life, but, alas for human hopes and expectations, while just in the 
meridian of life his career was closed forever. (4 industry, hard work and ceaseless activity 
could accomplish anything, then Mr. Hunt was bound (o make a success.of his life, for in him 


were found all the characteristics mentioned, and he deseryed more than ordinary credit for 
the handsome home he secured for himself and family. He was born in Jefferson county, 
Miss., October 2, 1827, his father, David Hunt, being one of the pioneers and most prominent 
men of the county (see sketch of Dunbar Hunt), George F. Hunt was given superior advan- i 
tages in his boyhood, and after graduating from Oakland eolloge, he, ou Oetober 10, 1848, ' 
was married to Miss Anna Watson, the ceremony being performed by the president of Oak- 
land college. Mrs. Hunt is a daughter of James Watson and a sister of Maj. A. C. Watson, 
a sketch of whom appears in this volume. She was born in the county in which she is now 


residing, but received her edueation in Adams and Claiborne counties, being a graduate of 
Mar City institute of Natchez, Miss, After their marriage Mr. Hunt Jocated on his planta- 
4 ne tin seven miles from Fayette, his beatiful, commodious vid comfortable home being known 
sas Huntley, and here be and his wife dispensed hospitality with a liberal hand to their numer- 
Be ous friends. Mr. Hunt was one of the wealthiest and most successful planters and business 
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men of the county, and besides his home estate owned another large plantation and was the 
owner of a number of slaves. Asa manager ho was exceptionally shrowd and far secing, and all 
his energies were dovoted to improving his placo and making those about him comfortable 
and happy. Although he was the owner of slaves he was a slrong Union man during the 
Civil war; was bitterly opposed to” secession, firmly believing thal. the Confederacy could not 
long withstand the force of the Federal army. He, however, did not live to see the fulfil] 
ment of his predictions, for he died September 8, 1563, having been an active and prominent 
member of the Presbyterian chureh. His business relations were extensive and honorable. 


. and his loss was keenly felt by all who knew him. His reeord as a public and private citizen 


are alike untarnished, and in all the affairs of fe ho bore himself in an upright manner, and 
was recognized as a man of true worth. Fle was liberid this sirpport. of the chureh and edn- 
cational institutions of all kinds, and it is probable that no uian was a more earnest advocate 
of right principles than he. Although the property was let in rather a bad condition by the 
war, Mrs. Hunt immediately took the helm, and in lime, by exceptionally fine business ability. 
steered her affairs into a safe port, baing now be cxeellont cireumstanees. Her} autiful 
home is situated midway between Fayette mid Roducy, and here she endeavors tomake her 
life a useful one and to follow the teachings of the golden rule. Mrs. Hunt reared four of 
her children to maturity: David Hunt, who died September 19, 1878, was the deceased 
husband of Anna Baldwin, and loft three children; Mattie Hunt, who died January 16, 
1888, married first’ Edward B. Moore, of Claiborne county, Miss., and afterward Emmett 
Newton, and left three children; Abijah Hunt is a planter of Sharkey county, Miss.; James 
Hunt, who died November 20, 1880, was twenty-two years of age, and was a graduate of the 
University of, Michigan, of Ann Arbor, was a bright and promising young man. Four chil- 
dren died in early childhood. 

Dunbar Hunt. For many years, or since being connected with the affairs of Jefferson 
county, Miss., Mr. Hunt has enjoyed the reputation of being uot only an able financier and 
a talented and highly educated gentleman, but one noted for honorable, upright dealing and 
seems to have been admirably fitted by nature for the calling of a planter. He has kept the 
nime he bears, which has descended to him from a long line of illustrious and honored 
ancestry, pure in the sight of God and man. The first of the family of whom he has any 
knowledge was Ralph Hunt, who came with a party of seven from England. He settled at 
Newtown, Long Island, N. Y¥., about, the year 1650, and became a man of some historie 
renown. He succeeded in accumulating considerable means, and of this donated a consid- 
erable portion for a church site on Long Island, anid in many other ways-did-much to make 
his name honored by his descendants, who genealogical record of the family 
back to his day. David Hunt, the father of Dunbar Hunt, was born, reared and educated 
near the town of Ringoes, Hunterdon county, N. J., not far from Trenton, and when a young 
man determined to see what Dame Fortune had in store for him in a different locality, and 
with this end in view came to Mississippi in 1801, locating at Natchez. With the generosity 
that ever characterized his career through life, he gave up his share of his father’s estate to 
his sister, on leaving home, and therefore on his arrival in Mississippi, which.was then an 
almost unbroken wilderness, he was absolutely without means, Ie soon succeeded in obtain- 
ing employment with an uncle, Abijah Hunt, who was @ member of the firm of Hunt & 
Smith, one of the largest business houses in Naichoz, and ihe salary he received for his: first 
year’s service was $800. His services wore found to be so valuable at the end of this time 
that he was reéngaged with an increased salary of $500.per year, during which time he 
displayed such shrewd business views, such ability, tact and judgmont that he was made 
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inavager of the entire establishment, whieh al that time had eaneh henses tu adja

better things in store for him, and after the death of his uncle Abijah Hant, who was killed 


in a duel by one Poindexter in 1812, he turned his attention to other aventies of business. 


He came to Jefferson county, Miss., and began opening up a large plantation on Cole’s creek 


at Woodlawn. By the use of all his mental as well as physical faculties, he became 
immensely wealthy, his land amounting to several thousand acres and his slaves, and 
those of his family, numbering seventeen hundred, whom he used to an excellent advantage 
in his extensive cotton fields. In direct opposition to the saying that “the more we have the 
more we waut,” Mr. Hunt was the soul of generosity and scattered his wealth with a liberal 
hand wherever it was needed. By his influence and support Oukland college was established, 
and to this institution he donated at different times over $175,000, his last bequest’ amounting 
to $50;000. He was a warm advocate of the colonization of the negro, and one of his last 
gifts was $00,000 for this purpose. He also guve musi genorously.to the church; donated 
the site and contributed generously to the crection of the Presbyterian church at Rodney. 
The poor, sick and afflicted always received generous treatment at his hands, for his sympathy 
for the sufferings of humanity was profound, and to the recounting of their woes he lent a 


ready ear, his purse being at their command. He was, in truth, the poor man’s friend,. 


and that he was one of nature’s noblemen can not be denied. He was married twice, his 
tirst wife being Mary Calvit, daughter of Thomas Calvit, one of the largest planters in the 
county. His second union was to Miss Ann Ferguson, daughter of George and Jane (Dunbar) 
Ferguson, of Adams county. Both Mrs. Hunt and her mother were born in Mississippi, and 
her union with Mr. Hunt resulted in the birth of thirteen children, four sons and three 
daughters of which grew to manhood and womanhood: Abijah (whe dicd leaving a wife and 
children), Mary Ann (deceased wife of James Archer, whose sketch appears in this history), 
George |". (deceased, a sketch of whom also appears herein), Catherine (deceased, a former 
wife of William 8. Balfour), Charlotte (wile of George M. Marshall, of Adams county), Andrew 
(who died at the age of twenty-one years), Dunbar (whose name heads this biography) and 
Elizabeth (the deceased wife of William I’. Ogden, of New Orleans). David Hunt died on 
the 18th of May, 1861, soon after the firing on Fort Sumter. Myr. Hunt was a strong Union 
ian, was very much opposed to secession and, when he heard of the firing on Fort Sumter, 
gave it as his dying conviction that it was not possible for the South to succeed, and on his 
deathbed said to a friend and neighbor: “T lmow too well the strength of both sections. 
Mark the words of a dying man, they will wipe us out.’ sy his innumerable acts of gener- 
osity and kindness he had endeared himsclf to the hearts of many, and it was with deep and 
universal lamentation that the news of his death was received, gloom being cast over the 
entire community. He was always prompt, industrious, efficient and conscientious, and, 
_ possessing superior business qualifications, clear head and excellent practical common sense, 
he was much respected by his associates and soon became one vf the honored and influential 
residents of the county. His social and domestic attachments were very strong, his friend- 
ship sincere and true and the grasp of his hand warm and cordial. Of him it might be said:

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His widow survived him several years, dying in November, (87. Doabar Hunt was born in 
Jofferson county, Miss., November 1-4, 1840, next. to the youngest of his parents’ family. and, 
as he possessed a naturally bright intellect, lis father determined to give him good advan- 
tages and he was put to school in Oakland college, from which institution he graduated in 
May, 1860, delivering the valedictory address of his class. After {he death of his father, in

He was married in Baltimore on the 4th of 
June, 1867, to Miss Leila Lawrence Brent, a daughter of Robert J. and Matilda S. Brent, 
the latter’s mother being a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Hager, the first settlers of Hagerstown, 
Md. Mrs. Hunt was born, reared and educated in Baltimore, and there and in Mississippi 
their only daughter, Miss Anita Dunbar Hunt, has been principally reared, although the 
greater part of the last three years has been spent in Hurope, Miss Anita is a talented 
young lady, graceful and accomplished and devotes much of her time to the study of the 
languages and music. ‘The winter of 1890 Mrs. Hunt and her daughter spent in Paris, the 


latter perfecting hersclf in music and French, and this winter is devoting her time and atten- 
tion to musie and German in Berlin. Mrs. Hunt and her daughter are members of the 
Vpiscopal church, but Mr. Hunt is a Presbyterian. In social life he is much admired and 
liked for his excellent conversational powers aud agreeable manners, and all are inspired with 
ease and confidence in his presence. Kind, generous aud hospitabic, be wins friends and 
zarely loses thom. In the domestic cirele he is a model husband and fatber; is devoted to his 
family and makes the happiness and comfort of his wife and child his chief aim and object 
in life. His own happiness and comfort have not made him selfish, aud he is keenly alive to 
the sufferings or misfortunes of others, and no one has ever appealed to him in vain for 
consolation or succor. 

George R, Hunt, planter, Como, Miss., is one of the pioncers of Mississippi, having 
made ‘his advent into this state in 1837, and into Panola county in 1S12. He was originally 
from Elbert county, Ga., and his father, James Hunt, was a native of the same state. The 
mother, Mary (Vassor) Hunt, was born in Virginia. After their marriage the parents moved 
to South Carolina, where the mother received her final summons, and the father afterward 
removed to north Alabama. He subsequently located in Monroe county, Miss., and there 
his death occurred in 1864, at the age of eighty years. Tlo was a very active politician and 
an old line whig, but never aspired to office of any kind. He was a man of brilliant mind, 
whose intellectual powers were surpassed by those of only a few men of his day, and had 
he chosen the law and polities for his profession, his career would indeed have been a_brill- 
iant one. He would have made for himself a name and fame that the state of his adoption 
would have been proud to have had recorded in the avnals of her history. His kindness 
of heart, his social and genial disposition, and his many acis of charity to the poor and 
friendless, the widow and the orphan, won for him a name in the community in which. he 
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lived that will shine when the records graven on monuments of marble to perpetuate the 
memory of the deeds of the daring soldier and the ihistrious stalesman shall have faded 
and the monuments themselves shall have crumbled into dust. He was a Mason in high 
standing and a man of unswerving. fidelity, integrity, firmness and fixedness of purpose. 
He had great will power, and he was an houest man“ the noblest work of God’? The 
five children of this worthy man were named in the order of their births as follows: Sarah 
A., wife of the late John i, Maddox; Mary ¥., single, resides at home; George R.; Emily, 
deceased, was the wife of William P. Iwller; and Rebecea, decoased, was the wife of Will- 
iam @. Banks. After the death of his wife Mr. Elunt married again, and became the father 
of two children: James E., died in 1865 from exposure during the war in the Confederate 
army, and Augusta J., wife of the late John B. Cox, of Monres county. Early in life 
George R, was allowed by his father to work for Limself, und as a consequence, when 
twenty-one years of age, he had made quite a start, which he invested in land and negroes. 
He settled in Panola county in 1842, on three hundred and twenty acres of land, given him 
by his father, and this now comprises a part-of the fino plantation of eight hundred acres 
owned -by Mr. Hunt. About one-half of this is under a yood state of cultivation and yields 
large returns in cotton and cornu. Mr. Hunt is also ihe owner of nineteen hundred acres of 
fine bottom land in Sunflower county. He has been very successful and has been one of the 
foremost planters of the county. About [889 he had a severe spell of sickness, from which 
he has never fully recovered, and which prevents bim from looking after his business with 
bis wonted energy. . However, he has but to make his wishes known, and they are faithfully 
carried out. Mr. Hunt has never married, but is a gallant champicn and great admirer of 
the fair sex. He is held in high esteem by al! wiio know him, is a Hberal giver to all worthy 
enterprises and is active in all matters of moment. He has never had trouble nor disagree- 
ment with any one except once. He was a whig, when the whi party existed, but now he is 
a stauch democrat in his political principles. Socially, he is a member of the Masonic fraternity, 
and is probably the oldest Mason in the county. He was one of the founders and charter mem- 
bers of Friendship lodge No. 127, of Como, and is also a member of Walker chapter, No. 
28. Ife has held all the offices in both these lodges, and has been a delegate several times to 
ihe grand lodge of Mississippi. He is a strict observer of the Sabbath day, and is a full 
believer in the Christian religion, and has always contributed liberally to the su:port of 
schools and churches. ; 

Dr. James M. Hunt, referred to in the life of his father-in-law, Col. E. G. Cooke, was 
more than an ordinary man. When be graduated at Tulane medical college, New Orleans, 


_ Dr. Warren Stone was so pleased with the young physician that he employed him as assist- 


ant in bis infirmary. Dr. Stone’s recommendation to Judah P. Benjamin, Confederate sec- 
retary of war, secured for Dr, Hunt a position in the medical department of the army in 
advance of others of the same age. “He was in charge of the White Sulphur Springs, Va., 
ocenpied by Confederate sick and wounded in great numbers. After the war he practiced 
at Vicksburg, where he had been raised. He was the leading surgeon in that city, so eon- 
ceded by his professional colleagues. William Hunt (deceased) was born in Massachusetts, 


near Boston, in 1801, and was a son of William-and—Mary-Hinitpoth-_of whom died when — 


William, Jv., was but four years of age. The latter was taken to Obio in the family of an 
aunt, Mrs. Brooks, resided there until twelve years of age, and then embarked as a sailor. He 
went to New Orleans and thence to Natcbez, reaching that city in 1817. There he was 
employed in the banking business and was connected with some of the early institutions of 
that city. About 1822 or 1828 he « came to Washington county, Miss., located about seven 
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miles bolow Greenville, and was one of tho earliest settlers. He opened up a magnificent 
estate of over throe thousand acres and built a tine residence. which was afterward known as 
Ta Grange. This and the Ridge place, which he also purchased, he impreved and made 


the choicest in this section. He was the carly promoter of the levee system, and was one 


of the most prominent men of his time. Tn 1838 he married Vindence Blackburn, of 


Kentueky, and daughter of George and Juha GSuvior) Wise ora. air Black!

The remote ancestors of the Hunt family were of English origin, and three brothers 
of this family emigrated from Bngland to the United States at a very early period. From 
them, it is supposed, sprang all the Hunts uow residing in the United States. Capt. W. E. 
Hunt was born in Washington county, Miss., in 1840, and is the third in order of birth of 
twelve children born to William and Prudence B. (Blackburn) Hunt, the parents natives of 
Massachusetts and Kentucky, respectively. The tather was left an orphan when but a boy, 
and with an elder brother, Oliver, moved (to the Blue Grass state where the latter located. 
William came to Mississippi, was married in. Washington county, and engaged in farming 
on. a very extensive scale.

Il. ORGANIZATION OF TIE NAVY. 


At a mass meeting held at Columbia, August 15, 1835, a com- 
mittce of fifteen persons was appointed to prepare an address to 
the municipalities of Texas, asking them for co-operation in a call 
for a consultation of all Texas. The address requested that each 
municipality should clect five delegates to meet at Washington, on 
the 15th of October. On this date only thirty-two members were 
present; these not being sufficient for a quorum, the meeting was 
adjourned to November 1. By the 3rd of November fifty-five 
members had assembled at San Felipe instead of Washington. 
This consultation was authorized to organize a government, and 
to provide ways and means for carrying on the war. A provisional 
government was formed, in which Henry Smith was appointed 
governor and James W. Robinson lieutenant governor.’ 

One of the very first matters receiving the attention of the 
Consultation was the proper protection of the sca coast. As it was 
impossible to create a navy in a day, it was determined to issue 
letters of marque and reprisal: and it was hoped that by having 
numerous privateers cruising upon the ‘Texas coast, not only would
